Magna Caria ond Ihe Rill of Plights 
were sacred doctrine to be read inlo all constitu- 
tions nnd practiced by society everywhere.

\vas not a money-hater, Jfe recognized property 
and the rights relating lo it. but he. saw in proper- 
ty only the utilities of people, and in properly 
rights only rules for Ihe application of property 
to human service. 
Denim did not deny man- 


lioocl, or broadcloth make il. 
He valued men 


jinri women, no! for \vlinl they had but for what 
Ihcy were. He measured life, not by possessions, 
but by character and achievement. 


And so it came about thai Justice Siebeeker 


was u wise, and a just judge. He gave character 
lo the bench and helped make il an instrument 
of human progress. 
His mortal growth is con-
